Engelbrecht  Voices  Optimism  For  ’52, 
Releases  Dates  Of  Celebration  Events 

With  visions  of  a  new  $300,000  women’s  dormitory,  the 
goal  for  its  100th  year  of  service,  Wartburg  college  officially 
inaugurated  its  Centennial  celebration  with  the  beginning  of 
the  new  year. 

According  to  H.  C.  Engelbrecht,  assistant  to  the  presi¬ 
dent,  the  administration  is  confident  that  through  appeals  to 
alumni  and  personal  contacts,  together  with  an  expected  grant 
from  the  American  Lutheran  church,  work  can  be  started  by 
the  end  of  the  year.  However,  no  actual  fund-raising  drive 
will  be  conducted.

Funeral  services  were  held 
af  St.  Paul's  Lutheran  church 
last  Friday  morning  for  the 
Rev.  Jacob  Cornils,  professor 
emeritus  of  German,  who  died 
Wednesday,  Jan.  7,  at  the  age 
of  72. 

Death  came  in  his  52nd 
year  of  service  to  the  Luther¬ 
an  church.  He  was  professor 
of  German  at  St.  Paul  Luther 
college,  St.  Paul,  Minn.,  from 
1915  to  1935.  When  the  school 
merged  with  Wartburg  in 
1935,  Mr.  Cornils  came  here, 
serving  as  professor  of  Ger¬ 
man  and  college  treasurer 
until  his  retirement  in  1948.

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Let's  Stamp  Out  Gossip

In  a  small  Iowa  town,  not  long  ago,  many  tongues  began 
to  wag  about  a  daughter  of  a  local  banker.  Betty  had  been 
observed,  according  to  gossips,  getting  out  of  a  car  at  an 
early  morning  hour  with  her  evening  dress  in  a  disorderly 
condition.  She  was  seen  staggering  up  the  stairs  of  her 
home  with  the  aid  of  a  young  male  escort. 

The  story  buzzed  around  town,  gathering  more  interest¬ 
ing  additions  as  it  went.  There  was  talk  of  a  wild  fraternity 
party  at  the  near-by  college.  The  entire  population  accepted 
the  story  and  treated  Betty  with  silence,  frowns  and  accusing 
glances.  A  few  weeks  later  the  girl  took  an  overdose  of 
sleeping  tablets  and  was  fatally  affected.  But  before  she 
died  she  wrote  in  her  diary.  “I  would  rather  die.  I  am  not 
what  they  say." 

Then  the  police  investigated  and  found  the  accurate  de¬ 
tails.  Betty  had  gone  to  a  college  banquet  with  several  girl 
friends,  and  they  had  missed  the  bus  home.  After  informing 
their  parents,  the  girls  stayed  the  night  in  the  women’s  dormi¬ 
tory.  In  the  morning  they  returned  home  with  the  father 
of  one  of  the  girls.  Betty  staggered  from  weariness  and  not 
from  drink  as  the  town  believed.  After  the  investigation,  the 
inhabitants  were  ashamed,  but  Betty  was  dead. 

Yes,  every  day  countless  lives  and  reputations  are  dam¬ 
aged  and  destroyed  by  malicious  gossip  and  untrue  rumors.  It 
does  not  happen  only  in  small  towns.  It  happens  on  every 
level.  It  happens  here  on  our  own  Wartburg  campus.  Al¬ 
most  all  of  us  have  suffered  from  gossip;  yet  we  persist  in 
talking  irresponsibly. 

Studies  reveal  that  most  gossip  is  started  by  people  who 
are  motivated  by  hate,  fear,  jealousy  and  the  desire  to  be 
important.  The  supposedly  righteous  indignation  of  the  story¬ 
teller  often  turns  out  to  be  envy  of  another’s  good  looks, 
prominence,  position  or  social  standing. 

Almost  all  of  us  have  been  carriers  of  the  gossip  germs. 
Often  without  thinking  we  tell  and  add  to  a  story  told  to  us. 
We  sometimes  believe  it  is  fun  to  gossip  and  we  forget  the 
dividing  line  between  the  harmless  and  the  harmful.  How¬ 
ever,  we  need  only  to  allow  our  consciences  to  establish  this 
line  for  us. 

Something  can  be  done  about  this  problem.  Next  time 
you  get  into  a  bull  session  and  the  conversation  turns  to  a 
questionable  subject,  ask  yourself  a  few  questions,  questions 
like  would  I  like  to  have  them  talking  this  way  about  me? 
Are  these  statements  really  true?  Am  I  helping  to  spread 
malicious  gossip?  Is  it  Christian? 

Let  us  replace  the  desire  to  destroy  our  friends  with  a 
true  love  for  our  fellowmen.  Let  us  start  by  stopping  the 
spread  of  gossip.  It  is  up  to  us.  One  of  us  could  be  a  Betty!

Spectators  Or  Participants? 

A  famous  Irish  theologian  recently  made  the  statement  that  one 
of  the  greatest  dilemmas  plaguing  American  college  students  of  today 
is  that  they  are  ‘'spectators”  rather  than  "participants." 

This  is  an  indictment.  Is  it  a  fair  one?  Let’s  examine  it  from 
three  aspects. 

From  an  academic  viewpoint,  few  will  debate  the  contention 
that  students  today  want  "the  answers."  We  want  "facts."  When 
a  professor  goes  through  the  mental  processes  by  which  these 
conclusions  are  reached — to  show  us  the  "when"  and  the  "how" — 
he  is  "beating  around  the  bush."  If  the  answers  aren't  all  ap¬ 
parent  and  we  have  to  find  them  for  ourselves,  we  rebel. 

With  regard  to  extracurricular  activities  we  don’t  seem  to  be 
having  so  much  trouble,  partly  because  some  of  these  activities  are 
intrinsically  enjoyable.  Our  men’s  intramural  basketball  campaign 
is  rolling  along  at  a  terrific  pace,  but  how  many  of  us  thought  about 
why  we  should  participate?  Many  of  us  play  only  because  we  enjoy 
doing  it — it’s  exciting. 

There  are  activities  which  aren’t  so  enjoyable  in  themselves.  The 
prerequisite  for  participating  is  a  desire  to  contribute  something  to 
college  life  and  human  welfare.  These  activities  need  the  support  of 
more  students. 

Most  serious  is  our  tendency  to  be  spectators  in  things  spirit¬ 
ual,  or  religious.  We  like  to  be  inspired — by  someone  else.  We 
like  to  read  about  the  social  work  of  our  church  and  then  pride 
ourselves  in  our  church  membership.  When  we  are  confronted 
by  an  ethical  problem  we  want  a  rule  from  our  pastor,  church 
or  from  the  Bible  that  is  specifically  applicabie  to  it.  If  it  isn't 
forthcoming  we  refuse  to  recognize  the  moral  implications  of  our 
decision. 

In  short,  we — all  of  us — don’t  want  to  think  a  thing  through.  We 
don’t  want  challenges  (for  fear  of  disappointment?),  but  prefer  the 
security  of  our  own  small  world.  It’s  a  problem  that  portrays  the 
very  mental  attitude  that  prevents  us  from  recognizing  it.

KWAR  Beams  Nightly

Because  of  a  scarcity  of  FM  radios  on  campus,  the  nightly 
activity  that  takes  place  in  the  studios  of  KWAR,  Wartburg 
radio  station,  is  probably  a  mystery  to  many  students  here. 

Operating  Monday  through  Friday  from  6  p.m.  to  9  p.m. 
on  a  frequency  of  89.1  megacycles,  KWAR  is  an  educational 
station  authorized  by  the  Federal  Communications  commis1 
sion.  Its  studios  are  located  in  the  Little  Theater.  These 
facts,  however,  do  not  tell  the  full  story  of  what  goes  on 
behind  the  scenes  in  these  two  backstage  rooms.
